Gentlemen:—I desire to thank you 


for the honor you have conferred upon 
| as by this call to preside over the tem- 


j porary deliberations of this convention. 


Early in December, at the instance 


I nf the board of trade and the business 
men of Indianapolis, a preliu inary 
monetary conference was called to meet 
here, consisting of representatives of 


[ commercial organizations 
of some of 


tho central western state e, and that 
couference was composed of some fifth 
business men. 


After a thorough and rather compre- 


hensive discussion of matters under con- 


[ eirteration, it was resolved to invite the 
commercial organizations of the United 


j States to send delegates to a convention 


i to he heKl in this city today to consider 
matters of importance pertaining es- 
pecially to the financial policy ot our 
government. 
Pursuant to this action, 


you have here assembled, andl con- 
gratulate yon and the country upon the 
assemblage of this convention of busi- 
ness men to consider matters of so great 


I importance to the country. 


It is not my purpose on this occasion 


to suggest any given line of policy to 
bo pursued in remedying the evil of 
which complaint has been made or that 
may bo suggested here 
or hereafter. 


I Bat I 
mention, to my mind, some 
, 
, 


of the most glaring defects in our 
financial system. 
In this connection it 


ia safe for mo to say that the stability, 
prosperity and safety of our commer- 
cial, manufacturing, banking and agri- 
cultural operations depend upon a safe, 
comprehensive and stable financial pol- 


for onr government _ a policy that 


may be relied on to the last, from one 
year to another and [from one political 
administration to another, 
and to be 


taken as far as possible out of the 
realm of oolitics. 


Confidence 
is the 
foundation ou 


which business and all affairs of mater- 
ial interest are built. 
Thsre^sLould be 


enough money to do the business of the 
country, and there should be no doubt 
about its characters and no shaking of 
confidence to take it out and keep it 
out of circulation. 
The people of the 


United States not only should havo con- 
fidence in our financial methods, but 
all the nations of the earth with whom 
we have commercial relations should 
have assurance of the stability of our 
financial affairs.so that they may know 
on what 
basis they are 
working. 


This is of great importance to us, as 
well as to the foreign nations, when we 
take into account that during the last 
^ear we exported to foreign countries 
more than a thousand million of dol- 
lars' worth of the surplus of our soil 
and the industries of our people, and 
imported more than seven hundred 
millions of their products; and, while 
our operations with foreign countries 
may not be quite as large every year os 
this, they are always of enormous pro- 
portions. 


The present financial methods pf the 


government are largely those adopted 
during the war when there were great 
emergencies. 
I believe there is a very 


strong and constantly increasing con- 
viction among our people that some 
method should be adopted for the re- 
tirement of the United States and 
treasury notes, and that they should 
not much longer be tolerated as a circu- 
lating 
medium. 
They have 
been 


hindrances to the prosperity of our- 
government for many years. 
They are 


a constant menace to our treasury re- 
serve and to the credit of the govern- 
ment, and when encroachments are 
made upon these reserves, commerse 
stands in fear and trembling. 
There 


seems to be a well-defined conviction 
among business men from the experi- 
ments of the past that there should be 
no notes in circulation which should 
not be retired when their office 
has 


been 
fulfilled. 
Whether theso notes 


should be retired at once or gradually, 
lam not disposed to say, but of the 
necessity of their retirement, I think 
there can be no question. 
I would re- 


tire them by .the sale of long govern- 
ment bonds at a low rate of interest, if 
there can be no better way devised for 
their withdrawal from circulation. 


While I am mentioning some of the 


defects, as I believe, of our monetary 
system, which come to my mind, I 
would say that I see no reason why our 
national banking law should not be so 


i amended as to allow the national banks 


I to issue notes up to the par value of the 
! bonds which they hold as a basis for 


i their issue, instead of issuing, as they 


• are now compelled to do, only 90 per 
cent, of the par value of the bonds that 
cost them perhaps 118 to 120. 
This 


| would help in giving us a larger vol- 
ume of circulation and be an induce- 


i ment to the bank to issue all the bills 


• they could under the new law. Many 
of the banks, UB the law now stands, 


• do not issue all the notes they 
are 


authorized to do, because much of the 
time it is not profitable for them to in- 


vest in bonds at 120 when they cannot 
avail themselves of an issue of more 
than 90 per cent, of the par value of 
the bonds they purchase. 
Then there 


is'a tax of 1 per cent, on the issue of 
the national bank circulation, and I 
see no necessity for so large a tax as 
this, as it must ultimately be paid by 
the borrowers. I believe that the tax 
should be reduced to one-fourth of one 
per cent. 


There are many advantages con- 


nected with the national banking sys- 
tem of the country, and this system, I 
believe, ought, with great benefit to all 
interested, be extended by allowing 
under proper safeguards, the establish- 
ment of branch banks in smaller cities 
with largely reduced minimum of capi- 
tal. 
I believe there is no instance on 


record where a loss has come to holders 
of national bank notes. 


There are many suggestions to re- 


form. 
One is to withdraw all paper 


money 
under the denomination of 


§10.00, thereby forcing a larger volume 
of silver and gold to circulate iu tho 
hands of the people, and I believe this 
is well worthy of _favorable considera- 
tion. 


I do not believe that any criticism 


can, 
with reason or 
justice stand 


against commercial or business organi- 
zations for taking an active interest and 
making recommendations to congress 
in matters of so great concern as these 
which call us together. 


I find from the last census that there 


is an aggregate of over six millions of 
money invested iu manufactures in the 
United States, and that there are over 
four millions of men employed 
in 


these establishments, and that the out- 
put is over nine billions in value annu- 
ally. 
I also find that the 
average 


annual value of the cotton, wheat, corn, 
and oats produced in this country ia 
about four billions of dollars, to say 
nothing of the value of cattle, horses, 
hogs, and almost innumerable products 
of the farm and field. 


I am sure the banker, merchant, pro- 


fessional man, manufacturer, farmer, 
miner, aritsan, mechanic and laborer, 
all have a community of interest in the 
cause we are here to promote. 
In the 


language of Benjamin Franklin, 
"We 


must all hang together, or hang separ- 
ate." The country cannot permanently 
prosper if any of the essentials are neg- 
lected or sacrificed. 
All legislation 


should be for the "greatest good of the 
greatest number." 


However, it is not my purpose to oc- 


cupy much of the tima given to "these 
opening exercises, and, while I may 
have some opinions as to the manner 
of procedure, and as to the results of 
the deliberations of this convention, 
and as to what we should ask congress 
to do. I believe it is not within my 
province to make recommendations. 
Bnt, with the greatest confidence iu 
your wisdom and iu your patriotic de- 
votion to the work in hand, I now an 
nounce the convention ready for any 
business which may be brought before 
it. 
What is your pleasure?

About a dozen men wore working about 
the mill. 
The water got low in tho 


boiler about 11 o'clock this morning 
and it exploded. One of the workmen,

Tho Times was unable 


to learn the names uf these two men. 
John Glasburn, engineer in charge of 
the mill, and a man named Snyder 
were also badly injured and seriously 
burned by the steam and water. 


The explosion caused great excite- 


ment, and an immense crowd gathered 
at the scene of tho 'explosion. 


The man who was killed was a 


young man about twenty-five and un- 
married. 
He lives on Miller's Run.

Crmvs arc trapped and sold to sports- 


men for shooting matches, usually briug- 
ng $10 per-100, but, like other things, 
when scarce they bring more. 


It is no simple matter to trap crows, 


!6r the crow is a wily bird, and to catch 


in u net set for tha.t purpose re- 


quires skill, aud patience as wull, but 
tbo hunger of the crow is always tho 
trapper's greatest aid. 
One man alone 


would make but little headway catching 
crows and would probably sit all day in 
his little bough house ready to spring 
his net, but tho crows would give his 
bait a wide berth because they would 
know that ho was there. 


After placing the carcass of some ani- 


mal on a field the net is set close to it 
by bending poles of saplings, on which 
tho net is hung flat to the ground, where 
they aro held dow-n by triggerliko pegs, 
and a line run 50 yards or more to a 
bouse built of boughs, where the trap- 
per is secreted. 


Another carcass ia usually laid some 


hundreds of yards distant on the same 
or another field, where there is no net 
Bet. 
The trappers, usually two in num- 


ber, 
go into the bough house together 


before daylight, and when the crows be- 
gin to assemble on the fields ono of them 
Roes out and walks away. Tho crows, 


leave, grow a little bolder 


aud approach the bait in ones and twos, 
but stop only long enough to got a beak- 
fnl of tho flesh and fly off again. 
The 


carcass where there is uo net set is of 
course the best patronized, but the trap- 
per on the outside makes it his business 
to walk near enough 'to that to keep tho 
crows from settling on it in numbers 
and thus satisfying their hunger with- 
out going to tho one where the net is.

ington Oity. Part of his business is to 
travel over the country nnder' the 
auspices of a high-priced lecture burean 
and talk to crowds of people wherever 
they may be gat-bared together for that 
purpose—whether in the church, opera 
house or the market place. 
Mr. Wend- 


ling is said to be a very able man—a 
very learned man and a scholar. Press 
clippings sent on ahead by shrewd ad- 
vertising agents say that he is marvel- 
onsly eloquent and snre to bo interest- 
ing. 
So much by way of introduction 


to the gentleman who talked for an 
hour and three-quarters to the patrons 
of the Bigelow'leotnre coarse last even- 
ing. 


There was big crowd present—there 


usually is at these entertainments, be 
they good, bad or indifferent. Some of 
those present did not like Mr. Wend- 
ling. Others said he was "very fair," 
or "very good." The majority were 
deeply interested in the lecture—rtoday 
they are saying many iind words for 
the leotnrer.

He was the only perfectly 


rpnre man in fiction or history. 
The 


personal dignity of great men some- 
times let down, but the Man of Galilee 
as ahvaya at His highest level. There 
was A strange Home thing in his more 
presence thnt overawed and subdued 
men. In tho appearance of public men 
•thero is always something theatrical. 
There is not a mau in history free from 
4he defect except tho Man from Galilee. 
He'bore o. phenomenal, 
unbounded 


affection 
towards 
mankind. 
This 


Gnllilecan's lovo was superhuman—for 
He loved even His enemies, and, alone 
<ot all greut men in the world He recog- 
nized the full dignity and worth of 
'human nature. 
Ho loved all mankind 


irom the beginning and has an abso- 
lute and indefensible right to tho love 
•of all in return. 


It has been said that Ho was effemi- 


nate. Thorn was n strange and mysteri- 
ous vein of softness in His character. 
But He was a courageous, manly man, 
the lion of Jndea. 
Ho resolved to 


stand alone in the face of the relent- 
less haired and opposition of the ruling 
classes. 
Ho was straightforward and 


unswerving. 
He did 
not resort to 


finesse—like Pan)—nor vacillate—like 
Peter. 
Ho guve the sublimest exhibi- 


tions of courage in history. On His 
moral side is found absolute perfec- 
tion. 
Ho had no short-comings, no 


failing*. 
Tho "Man of Galileo" has 


come unsrathod through 1,1100 years of 
relentless criticism. 
We canuot imag- 


ine another man like Him—strange 
and unaccountable us this proposition 
may seem. 


A striking characteristic of His in- 


tellectual life was His perfect simplic- 
ity. 
He 
employed the commonest 


things of everyday life to illustrate and 
explain the most difficult and abstrnso 
problems of the ages. There are five 
distinguishing mental characteristics: 
First, there was no doubt or uncer- 
tainty about anything He did or said.

BitrKorrtlnnry Frcnlt <>f Nature Ncftr the 


Mexican City of ruubla. 


Tho Rev. P. S. Bortnin of PneWa 


writes as follows: "It niiiy bo of inter- 
est to somooi: tho readers of Tlio Herald 
who visit Puoliln to know of ono of tbo 
leas visited attractions in the vicinity 
ef tlio City of thu Angels. I refer to the 
'coxcomato.' It is about 20 minutes' dis- 
tance from Pnebln over tho street car 
line to Oholula. Any street cur condnct- 
»r can point it out to tlio curiosity 
•c.akor. It is to tho right of the car Hue, 
»nbotit 500 yards distant. 


"It looks from the car window to bo 


a pilo of whito atones or a well bleached 
haystack, but upon closer inspection 
proves to be a tumulus of white calcare- 
ous stone, evidently of water formation, 
about 50 feet in height and 100 feet in 
diameter nt the base. The form is that 
of a truncated cone. At the apex is an 
elliptical shaped opening aliout 25 foot 
along the minor and 50 foot along tho 
major axis. It is a bell shaped cavity 
and lined with ferns of various descrip- 
tions. I should judge the depth to bo at 
least 100 fetil, and at tho bottom, so far 
us is visible, tlio opening must bo 00 
foot in diameter. In tho bottom, on ono 
side, are to be .seen snine gorgeous ferns, 
and on tho other ?\(\c a pool of water.

The Careless Advertiser 


W 


ORKS at a great disadvantage, as the very corner stone of bus- 
iness is carefulness of investment. The careless advertiser 


takes advice too easily and permits too much to depend upon chance. 


He is at the mercy of the*1'circulation liars" who never make def- 


inite statements nor attempt to prove them. It is the careless adver- 
tiser, beyond all others, who keep alive the "fakes " He does not dis- 
criminate as to the character, of men to be believed or the stories they 
may tell. And as there are more illegitimate advertising "schemes" 
than there are legitimate advertising ct annals, he pays out more 
money for poor than for good service. After the earless advertiser 
has been imposed upon, he frequently wreaks vengeance upon .the 
legitimate medium and drives off the agent who represents the latter. 
This separates him further from those interested in his welfare, and 
makes him an easier victim again for smooth-tongued schemers who 
never face a customer but once. 


A legitimate advertising agent always wants his patron to make 


money on his investment and will exert himself to see that he does. 
Such agents work for reputable mediums. They should be especially 
encouraged by the careless advertiser. 


The Careful Advertiser. 


M 


AY be successful, but his possibilities are limited because he 
wants to do everything himself, and he frequently wants to aee 


the cash box coining down on the wire before he orders the advertis- 
ing. This is the care that kills. It would kill a cat; and the fickle 
jade, Fortune, begins flirting with some bolder wooer who will take 
counsel of experts about advertising. The careful advertiser not only 
jeopardizes his success by refusing to accept valuable counsel, but by 
devoting his time to a department which lies outside of the ordinary 
channel of business, and for which he may be entirely unqualified, 
while he is neglecting the things he is specially competent to do and 
which needs his closest attention. It is worth money to the careful 
advertiser to assure himself that he can make more money doing those 
things which he understands, than he can doing those things which 
he does not understand, namely, advertising. 


The apparent cost frequently deters the careful advertiser. 
Yet 


advertising is like other investments, the larger investor makes more 
money than the small one. The secret of profitable newspaper adver- 
tising is in the use of the right matter displayed in the right way, in- 
serted in the right newspaper, at the right time, and at the right price. 


The Liberal Advertiser. 


W 


ILL succeed if he only directs his liberality In right channels and 
pushes that branch of his business with the same energy he does 


the rest of it. But if he indiscriminately spends his cash on every 
scheme, fake and fraud presented, he may be a very long way from 
success. A fortune may be spent in advertising without satisfactory 
results. Many'a one has been so dissipated. If advertising be done 
for accommodation, for charity, for friendship, for lack of courage to 
say "no" or for personal popularity, it will be fruitless. To advertise 
for business popularity is very different from advertising for personal 
pepularity. The former makes customers of the' masses; the latter 
customers of a class. The only excuse for spending money in adver- 
tising is to gain trade. It is a pure cold business proposition. 
Some 


people prefer personal popularity to trade; they need the constant ad- 
vice of one who regards advertising as the simplest of business pro- 
positions. Business run to suit the caprices of others will not suc- 
ceed. It must be run on principle, and advertising for trade must be 
run likewise. Those who advertise best, not most, succeed. The lib- 
eral advertiser ought to succeed and he will if he expends his money 
judiciously.

GREAT GRAPE INDUSTRY. 


The Shores of I>ake Cliautanqua Supply 


Half the Country. 


The management of the viueyard is 


an interesting study and one which to 
be successful requires technical knowl- 
edge. In tho large vineyards, as a rule, 
the owner himself gives personal super- 
vision to every detail. 
Sometimes a 


manager or overseer performs these du- 
ties. One of the largest growers in this 
section tells me that the most successful 
grower is the foreigner, who, with his 
family of eight or ten, comes and leases 
or buys 25 or 50 acres of land, eacli 
member of the family having his or her 
part in the work to perform from spring 
niitil picking time, while the winter is 
devoted to tho making of the baskets. 
Thus no outside expenditure is incurred, 
and when the grapes are sold tho pro- 
ceeds return to tho family us the profit 
on the individual labor of each member, 
quite in contrast with the largo owner, 
who is compelled to hire help to do each 
little thing in addition to buying bio 
baskets. 


The Concord grape is the only variety 


of any consequence raised in this region, 
and some idea of tho magnitude of the 
business carried on may be had when it 
is known that the shipments for one 
year from Chautanqua county aloiio 
will amount to 3,500 carloads, 8,000 
baskets of 10 pounds each in each car. 
These are taken from the grower by 
some one of the numerous growers' as- 
sociations, whoso business it is to find a 
market. Strange as it may seom, it is 
nevertheless true that three-fourths of 
them go to points west of Chicago, while 
the other one-fourth travels eastward. 


Tho making of baskets is nu impor- 


tant item. Many factories are employed. 
Tho price ranges from 2 to 2>< cents per 
basket. Thus the grower who would find 
his business in any way profitable must, 
in addition to tho cost of the basket, 
realize at least 1 cent per pound for his 
grapes, while today if « a fionimon 
thing to fmd a ten pound basket on the 
retail market slow sale at 10 cents. 
Thus we find that the utmost care must 
be taken in the management of a vine- 
yard to make it profitable.—Chautau- 
quan.
